and children were negroes. 
45% arrested for violation of the liquor laws 
were negroes. 
15% arrested for driving while intoxicated 
were negroes. 
35% arrested for disorderly conduct were 
negroes. 
arrested for drunkenness were negroes. 
arrested for vagrancy were negroes. 
arrested for gambling were negroes. 
26% arrested for suspicion were negroes. 
26% for all other offenses were negroes. 
There is positive danger in integration 
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` in the public schools: The Negro attitude in 


regard to certain crimes — especially gamb- 
ling, the use of narcotics, prostitution and 
rape-cannot but affect the attitude of those 
with whom he is in contact on an equal 
status. 
But theorizing is unnecessary. Experi- 
ence can be our teacher — at least to a 
limited extent. For U.S. News & World Re- 
port, June 10, 1955, under the heading “Do 
Mixed Schools Really Work,” has given us 
the results of one year of integration in the 
public schools of Washington, D.C. The ar- 
ticle points out that social mixing of races 
in school life has been held to a minimum; 
mixed dances have been generally avoided. 
And yet, teachers describe the year of racial 
jntegration as a nerve wracking experience. 
There was constant tension, an ever present 
fear that a simple incident might touch off 
an explosion. The outstanding fact developed 
in this report is the slow-down of education- 
al progress in order to keep step with the 
general run of negro pupils. White students, 
the educators predict, are going to get much 
‘less education, though the negroes may get 
a better education than before. Teachers 
say, “The tendency for a teacher in a mixed 
school is to lower previously strict standards 
somewhat to make it easier for pupils to 
- pass.” : 
In this issue of Closer-Up, it has been 
your editors’ intention to show how this 
whole idea of integration in the public

` cepted a horrible responsibility in watching 
over their sons and daughters in a society 
which has allowed itself to take the path of 
disintegration at the behest of the Marxist, 
to the destruction of this Republic and the 


concepts on which it is based. 









The NAACP- A Communist Front

The National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People--N A A C P-- 
is a Marxist front and the power behind the 
move to abolish segregation. 

Who is President of NAACP? None 
other than Arthur B. Spingarn, Jew. 
Principal director is Herbert H. Lehman, 
U.S. Senator from New York, a Jew, with 
ten Communist-front listings. The principal 
founder of NAACP was the late Rabbi 
Stephen H. Wise with 15 Communist front 
citations. With reference to Arthur B. 
Spingarn’s red record, we submit the follow- 
ing information from the files of the 
Congressional Committee on Un-American 
Activities. 

Arthur B. Spingarn is listed as an in- 
dividual participant in the Conference on 
Africa, held by the Council on African Af- 
fairs in New York City, April 14, 1944, ac- 
cording to the Councils pamphlet, “For a 
New Africa” (p. 37). 

The Attorney General of the United 
States cited the Council on African Affairs 
as subversive and Communist in letters to 
the Loyalty Review Board, released Dec- 
ember 4, 1947 and September 21, 1948. The 
Attorney General redesignated the organiza- 
tion April 27, 1953, pursuant to Executive 
Order No. 10450, and included it on the 
April 1, 1954, consolidated list of organiza- 
tions previously designated. 

An undated leaflet, “. . . the only sound 
policy FOR A DEMOCRACY .. .”AND the 
“Daily. Worker” of March 18, 1954 (p. 2) 
listed Arthur Spingarn, President, N.A.A.- 
C. P., New York, N. Y., as one who signed 
a statement of the National Federation for 
Constitutional Liberties supporting the War 
Department’s order on granting commis- 
sions . . . to members of the armed forces 
who have been members of or sympathetic 
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to the views of the Communist Party. An 
advertisement in the New York “Times,? 
April 1, 1946 (p. 16), listed Arthur B- 
Spingarn as a signer of a statement of the 
National Federation for Constitutional Lib- 
erties opposing use of injunctions in labor 
disputes. 

_ The Attorney General cited the National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties as 
subversive and Communist in letters releas- 
ed December 4, 1947, and September 21, 
1948; redesignated April 27, 1953, and in- 
cluded on the April 1, 1954, consolidated 
list. The group was cited previously by the 
Attorney General as “part of what Lenin 
called the solar system of organizations, 
ostensibly having no connection with the 
Communist Party, by which Communists 
attempt to create sympathizers and sup- 
porters of their program. *** “(Congres- 
sional Record, September 24, 1942, p. 7687.) 
The Special Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities in its report of March 29, 1944 
(p. 50), cited the National Federation ... 
as “one of the viciously subversive organi- 
zations of the Communist Party.” The Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, in its 
report of September 2, 1947 (p. 3), cited 
the National Federation . . . as among “a. 
maze of organizations’ which were “spawn- 
ed for the alleged purpose of defending civil 
liberties in general but actually intended to 
protect Communist subversion from any 
penalties: under the law. 

An undated letterhead of the Public Use 
of Arts Committee listed Arthur B. Sping- 
arn as a sponsor of the organization. The 
Special Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities, in its report of March 29, 1944 (p. 
112), cited the Public Use of Arts Commit- 
tee as a Communist front which was organ- 
ized by the Communist-controlled Artists - 
Union.
